In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), Applicants hereby petition the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office ("USPTO") to revive the above-identified 
unintentionally abandoned application for the purpose of satisfying the requirements for 
copendency with continuation application 10/097,083. On September 26, 2001, an Office 
Action was mailed in connection with the above identified application. A response to that 
Office Action was due on December 26, 2001, which due date could be extended to March

Applicants, accordingly, respectfully request that this Petition to revive the 
unintentionally abandoned application be granted.
